of commons—he m ust in the present crisis 
rem ain a t the front* 
B right said tha t while 
he had alw ays been alongside of Gladstone 
in his struggles, he was not a follower of 
the premier. 
He claim ed tha t he bad been 
the forem ost » ilgure in 
i m p l o r i n g the sue- 
ceseive governm ents to deal w ith Ireland. 
It was because his sym pathy with Ireland 
was undim inished tha t he could not accept 
the governm ent proposals. 
He said he 
would never have estranged 
himself from 
Gladstone if the prem ier had left any way 
open for him to support the Irish bills. 
Ihe 
recitals by the Liberal orators of Ireland s 
ancient history were inconsequential. 
Ihc 
history of nearly every country is replete 
w ith dismal records. 
He commented severely 
upon the pre­ 
m iers propositions for a parliam ent a t Dub­ 
lin and for the purchase of the land. 
The 
tlrst duty of a governm ent was to preserve 
property and to secure public order. 
G lad­ 
stone’s proposals dtd not point to doing this, 
but, on the contrary, were a step forw ard 
in the m arch of rapine to the ci^molishmeut 
of the U nited Kingdom. 
Among the com plaints of Ireland, B right 
said, was the great evil of landlord ab­ 
senteeism.

England could never

of whose pocket money w a s subscribed by 
enem ies of England in America. 
Concluding, Brig ht sug gested tha t instead 
of Gladstone s plan a perm a nent com m ittee, 
composed exclusively of Irish members, bo 
formed, 
and tha t bills a ffecting Ireland, 
a fter ha ving 
passed their first reading, be 
referred to this Irish com m ittee, 
which 
would ha ve a special place of m eeting a t 
W estm inster palace. 
The com m ittee waul I

empowered to decide upon the acceptability 
of bills, . The house of commons would only 
ha ve powor to consider a n Irish measure 
upon the report of this comm ittee.

was a simple plan, 
and depended on tue 
honest working of the combined Irish party 
in the house of commons; but a ssum ing a 
moderato and loy a l spirit for the Irish party 
the plan would succeed. 
If Irishmen were 
not loy a l neither this nor the plan proposed 
by the g overnm ent would bo successful, but 
it should a t least be tried before the country 
ca pitula ted to one of the worst conspiia.u,-, 
with which a ny country was ever a;Hieu*l.

and said that the English people then sym ­ 
pathized w ith him. 
Mr. Beecher replied tha t he was much 
touched by the kindness of his reception 
and the words of sym pathy and esteem 
which be bad beard. 
W hen the dark clouds 
were hovering over his head he did not see 
them, because it had pleased God to raise a 
rainbow, and he had only seen the clouds as 
they were sinking below the horizon. 
In the prayer following the sermon Mr. 
Beecher asked 
God’s 
blaming upon the 
queen, praying tha t her m aiesty m ight be 
given long life and g reater influence, thus 
leading the em pire to a higher and m ore 
glorious civilization. 
He also prayed tha t 
the A lm ighty would endow her m ajesty’s 
counsellors w ith “greater wisdom.’’

In this way fro m ho use to ho use 
the queer cavalcade passes, until co w aften 
co w is milked clean, when the muzzle is in 
turn remo ved fro m each mo ther’s calf, and 
the little tfernerillas are free to take undis­ 
puted po ssessio n o f the “strippings.”

way . and lo ng trains o f camels, ho rses and 
do ukey s fo rce a passage thro ugh the cro wd, 
their burdens o f wo o d, hay o r bo xes quite 
fil.ing up the ro ad, 
and co mpelling all 
pedestrians to halt o r to find refuge in the 
sno ps —Land o f the Imams.
